Once the bulk of these stocks are 
cleared off, the beneficial effect of 
the quota reduction is considered 
likely to be felt, as the 15 per cent. 
cut, following the 10 per cent. re- 
duction, means about 14,000 tons 
less a month of physical rubber 
during the third quarter than dur- 
ing the first. 4 


Lasting improvement continues?’ 
however, to depend on the trend of 
American industrial activity, the 
near-term outlook for which is still 
not promising.—Reuter.

IN THE YEAR OF GRACE 1779, THE 12TH. EARL OF 
DERBY DECIDED TO ENTERTAIN HIS FRIENDS BY ORGAN- 
ISING A RACE OVER EPSOM DOWNS ON A SWEEPSTAKE 
BASIS. THE EARL TOOK IMMENSE PRIDE IN THE STAL- 
WART TREES ON HIS COUNTRY AND, THE RACE WAS NAM- 
ED THE EPSOM OAKS: HIS HORSE, BRIDGET, WON THE RACE. 
" Plated with his initial success, the Earl, in the following year, 
1780, inaugurated a race of one and a half miles for three-year-olds. 
The race was duly run on May 4 over the course that had so fav- 
oured the Earl in the previous year, and was won by Sir Charles 
Banbury’s chestnut colt Diomed, who.-started at 6 to 4-in a field of 
nine. The race was worth £1,075 guineas. 


No name was officially given 
to this race, but it was famil- 
iarly referred to as the “Epsom 
Derby.” The name stuck and 
the race prospered until to-day 
it is universally regarded as 
the race for the Blue Riband 
of the world’s Turf. 


The Derby is probably more 
discussed than any other sport- 
ing event in the world. It pro- 
vokes both polite drawing-room 
discussion and heated argument.

New York, To-day. 

In one of the most , amazing 

_ exhibitions of non-stop fighting 
ever -seen in New York, Henry 
Armstrong last night battered a 
very game Barney Ross into a pulp, 
and became double world cham- 
pion by annexing the welterweight
